about a sign of this type. The neon 
gas, which is present in such minute 
quantities in the atmosphere, that a 
good sized roomful of air^will yield 
only about a test tube full of the gas, 
is used to fill the glass tubes. There 
are electrodes at each end of the 
glass tubes, and when a very high 
voltage (in this case 14000 volts) is 
passed thorugh the gas, it is made to 
glow red, giving a soft light. There 
is no mechanical connectnrrr in these 
tubes, as some people may think.

step up transformer inside the sign.

“It is too much to expect that every year shall be a big¬ 
ger one, than the last biggest or.e, but that is exactly 
what most people do expect. • • 

“As a matter of fact 1930, though assumed to be' a rot¬ 
ten year,- was not an extremely poor one, even compared 
with 1929. The biggest trouble was that the average 
business man was geared to the unusual activity of 1929, 
and had a severe, mental, if not material, let down in 
1930, since as usual he was expecting in 1930 to beat his 
old record. * 

“When things didn’t pan out and there was curtailment 
of buying instead of increase, he could not adapt himself 
mentally but got panicky. 

“As a matter of fact the total dollar volume of busi¬ 
ness in 1930 in practically al|l lines shows quite a size¬ 
able record, with a quite tremendous turnover and a sav¬ 
ings deposit increase mounting to unheard of figures. 

“If people would appreciate this fact, instead of weep¬ 
ing and wailing, there would probably be more business, 
less unemployment, and certainly not so much business 
failure. In other words everyone could keep the belly 
ache from becoming a cramp. And that applies to this

Both American and Canadian publications have been 
recording with wrath or regret, Mr. G. K. Chesterton’s 
comments on the villages of the New World.

However what Mr. Chesterton does not dwell upon, is 
that these are new villages in the making, built out of 
the soil, and that the first care has been for matters of 
health, sanitation and lighting. He does not realize that 
a consciousness of the desirability of beauty is wakening 
and that the public mind is turning, definitely away from 
mere utility to a higher art of beautification. 

In the New York Times, he strikes a different note, go¬ 
ing deeper than appearances into the spirit of Main 
Street. He says: “I prefer Main Street to the views of 
those who decry it and would obliterate it. In other words 
if I wei'e forced to choose between being a Methodist real 
estate agent in Gopher Prairie, or an artist or atheist in 
Greenwich village, I would choose to be a real estate ag¬ 
ent. Because simple people may be at the beginning of 
beauty, whereas sophisticated people have come to the end 
of beauty and the end of everything.” 

This is the truth. There is the dawning of a realization 
of beauty, and people are beginning to see the rawnesses 
and crudities. But instead of being discouraged, with 
characteristic vigor, they are attacking their own weak, 
nesses. 

What Mr. Chesterton does unequivocally approve is the 
very real equality and fraterity which exist in America. 
He says: “It is strictly true that any Englishman of any 
liberality does feel a certain kind of fresh air from which 
a certain smell has departed.” He instances this with the 
story of a lecture in a university town, at which a profes¬ 
sor and the professor’s chauffeur both approached him to 
refer to a certain speech. He says: “There was absolute¬ 
ly no difference in the approach, gesture, tone or carriage 
of either man. Neither was aggressive,- neither apologetic. 
They were both natural. That sort of thing is nearly im¬ 
possible in England.” 

“There is a great quality of truth and candor, a mem¬ 
ory of brotherhood, an assumption of manhood that is not 
quite broken even by the materialism which is the burden 
of America and the modem world.

The suggestion made recently that all salaries be cut 
from that of the governor-general down through all the 
government service, brings up a much discussed question. 
Would our government leaders be in the positions they 
are in today if there were less attractive salary awards, 
or is everybody, great and small, working for money? 

The opinion is often expressed that opr lives are money 
ridden. From school days onward we' are dominated by 
the desire to get money and our success in life is estimat¬ 
ed by our financial worth rather than by any service we 
may have rendered. 1 

To what extent the money god reigns, is a question. It 
is doubtful if it holds any great place amongst parliamen¬ 
tary leaders. Few- Canadian Parliamentarians have died 
rich, few have passed out of office as financially strong as 
when they entered. There is little doubt that if they 
worked for money, their services in the business world 
would command a much greater remuneration than that 
which they get as representatives of the people. 

Any governmental centre however, is an expensive 
place in which to live. There are ceaseless drains in the 
way of entertainment ;ind formalities which are little real 
ized. If all salaries were cut, from the governor-general 
down, it would no. doubt mean a restriction on much of 
the meaningless social fripperies and would meet with 
little protest from those involved. It is quite possible 
that a drastic move toward personal economy in Ottawa 
might set a healthy example to the country. Lavish dis¬ 
play of wealth should not go hand in hand with poverty, 
in a democratic country, and there is nothing to justify 
such extremes. 

It is quite possible that many of the more highly paid 
officials at Ottawa who know that there are people in need 
would sleep more easily if their salaries were cut to a 
bare maintenance basis. . • l ~ 

It would be an evidence of their recognition of national 
conditions and would be a practical move that would com¬ 
mend itself to all. And it is quite safe to say that it 
would qoL reduce in the least on their working hours. 

No union rules control them, and their efforts would be 
quite as conscientious as if they were getting a million a 
year. __

They have been discussing domestic problems at Otta¬ 
wa, and the cost of living. Some embarrassing questions 
have been asked regarding the expenses of certain mem¬ 
bers of the late government. There has been a delving 
into the question of hired help and borrowed furniture 
and so on. 

Governments are no doubt as prone to careless expend¬ 
iture in prosperous times, as we are as individuals. They 
are apt to adopt a large and lavish attitude to the care 
of themselves, with the conviction that the masses of 
this Dominion want their Ottawa representatives to live 
well. ‘ 

This is usually true of all parties in eras of good times. 
Without being dishonest they feel that they owe it to 
their country to “do themselves well,'’ and naturally the 
expense sheets are not scrutinized as critically as when 
poverty pinches. 

It is some satisfaction to know that they are now dis 
cussing the possibility of getting along with a little less 
domestic help, and if everybody watches everybody else 
and talks out in the House of Commons about it, the re¬ 
sult may be quite healthy for the Exchequer. 

It would be rather a fine thing If Ottawa would set an 
example of simplicity both in formal and unofficial func¬ 
tions to the rest pf the country. There would be le'ss feel¬ 
ing that it is the headquarters of language and luxurious 
living. r 

After all, if one were speaking critically of our parlia¬ 
mentary representatives, it must be admitted that some 
of them do cost the country more than they appear to be 
worth The majority of members are no doubt earnestly 
seeking to do their best for the country. Some are even 
studying problems relating to economic and social better¬ 
ment and have at every session something constructive to 
offer. But quite a few regard their office merely as a 
comfortable berth, and the country would move along 
quite as smoothly if they were painlessly removed from 
the House of Parliament/ The machinery of government 
costs too much, and this does not mean motor cars only.

Sum Total of fact* tojtte Learned in 
June Will Give Government Fund 
of Information 


Huge Power Interests Cssm Under 
Critical Eye of Parliamentary 
Body 


Russian Failure to Turn Out Trac¬ 
tors in Great Numbers Discourag¬ 
ing Blow 


When the census questions are fil¬ 
led in and returned to the government 
there will be a wealth of vital infor¬ 
mation in the hands of statisticians. 
These should furnish a lead in indus¬ 
trial and agricultural development 
and particularly in the matter of un 
employment. 

To reach an estimate of those em¬ 
ployed in seasonal occupations, and 
their term of employment, a question- 
aire asks®if you are an employee: 
(1) Were you at work on Monday, 
June 1st, 1931? If the answer is no, 
the reason will be asked (a) no job; 
(b) sickness; (c) on holidays; (d) 
strike; (e) plant closed; other reas¬ 
ons. 

(2) Have you been out of work 
for any cause in the last 12 months? 
If the answer is “yes” you will be 
asked:How many weeks were you out 
of work and of these how many were 
due to (a) no job; (b) illness; (c) ac¬ 
cident; (d) strike; (e) temporary lay 
off; (f) other reasons. 

It is understood that these returns 
are to be forwarded with all possible 
promptness to the department, there 
to be compiled and arranged. 

This should give a fairly accurate 
idea of the numbers regularly em¬ 
ployed, those periodically employed 
and those totally unconnected with 
any special industry or occupation. It 
will show the artisans and mechanics 
of the country and how many have 
suffered under the slump of business. 

It will show those in clerical posi¬ 
tions who have been thrown out of 
employment. 

It will show those engaged in seas¬ 
onal employment and how long these 
periods of work continue. 

It will also indicate the stability of 
industry in general, and just how 
many people are self-supporting.-and 
how many are likely to continue as 
wards of the public. 


Although Western Canada is far 
from the centre of Beauhamois op¬ 
erations, yet the people of the prai¬ 
ries are no less interested than those 
of the East-in following the opera¬ 
tions of this great 'Eastern Power 
Company. 

Last year, the farmer members at 
Ottawa were most outspoken in their 
charges against the company. This 
year, through their spokesman, Mr. 
Robert Gardiner, they again insist in 
dragging all' agreements and rela¬ 
tions into the open. Hon. R. B. Ben¬ 
nett has announced that a thorough 
investigation will be carried on. 

Mr. Gardiner charged fraud, mis¬ 
representation and improper dealings 
in connection with activities of the 
project. It was also implied that one 
Senator at least was involved in the 
business, and that powers of Qubec 
might not be invulnerable. 

Another complication entered when 
it was suggested that the probe was 
being spurred on by a company in 
rivalry with Beauhamois interests. 

Mr. Gardiner fears that the Cor¬ 
poration plans to secure the entire 
flow of the St. Lawrence, and this 
brings up the question of provincial 
or Dominion control of water power 
on navigable streams. The advocates 
of government ownership view with 
alarm any serious encroachment of 
private interests on the people’s 
rights. 

Mr. Bennett stated that he had in¬ 
vestigated the Beauhamois purposes 
last summer and the interim report 
which he received lead him to believe, 
that the project might de water a 
certain portion of the St. Lawrence. 

The inquiry may be held before a 
special committee which will present 
its findings before the close of par¬ 
liament. This will probably prolong 
the session as it is considered by all 
parties to be of major concern. 


It is predicted that American jna- 
chinery may yet prove the undoing 
of the Russian five-year plan. 

The failure of the tractor plant at 
Stalingrad which was scheduled to 
turn Out 30,000 tractors has been a 
blow. At very high cost it succeeded 
ir. turning out only 3,150. Says the 
Moscow Pravda: 

“American machinery proves to be 
helpless when the system of work is 
not adapted tq it, when it is driven 
senselessly. 

“The technical equipment is Amer¬ 
ican, hut our system of wofk is rot¬ 
ten. 

“All is hustle at the plant, but no 
one is responsible for each given part 
of the porcess. The result is that 
more time is spent looking for infor¬ 
mation that at work. 

“This Russian paper claims that 
for. every 100 usable articles made, 
the factory produces 250 that can't 
be used. 

“Some of the engineers and admin-1 
istrators have lost their nerve. They | 
are panic stricken over the difficutlies I 
of manufacturing on a huge scale.
